Gas Tax Doubled, but 


License Fees. Are 


Cut in Half 
| pics. Tex., July 19.— 

Radical changes 
made by the special session of 
the Texas legislature, which 
adjourned this week, in the 
automobile and road laws of 
the state. 

The gasoline tax for all gasoline 
propelled vehicles using the public 
roads was increased from 2 cents 
a gallon to 4 cents. Of this, 3 cents 
a gallon will go to the state and 
county highway funds and 1 cent 
to the public school fund. 

The revenue that will be raised 
by this tax for the use of the high- 
way system will be approximately 
$25,000,000 a year. A slightly sooth- 
ing balm is given owners of motor 
vehicles in a 50 per cent. reduction 
in license taxes, but the gas tax is 
effective at once and the license

reduction does not go into effect} 


until January, 1930. 

Under the old law the Texas 
speed limit was 35 miles on the 
highways outside of city limits 
and 20 miles within towns and 
cities. The new law, effective at 
once, increases the speed limit to 
45 miles an hour outside of cities,

June Output 566,744; 
Half Year Is 47% 
Above 1928

ASHINGTON, July 19. 

—Production of passen- 
ger cars and trucks in the 
United States and Canada 
during June amounted to 
566,744 units, bringing the 
total for the first six months 
of this year up to 3,411,451 
and breaking all records in 


the history of the industry. 

This compared with 425,195 for 
the same month of 1928, and 2,326,- 
509 in the January-June period of 
last year, it was disclosed today by 
the official figures of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

The increase in the first six 
months of this year over the same 
period of last year represents a gain 
of approximately 47 per cent. in 
production. 

Truck manufacturing in both the 
United States and Canada also 
broke all records in the first half 
of this year, with a combined output 
of 476,991 units, as compared with 
252,660 in the same period of 1928, 


| representing an increase of nearly 


100 per cent. 

Passenger car production in 
June was 30,435 in excess of the 
estimate of 536,309 made by the 
National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce as published by Auto- 
motive Daily News July 9. 

The June output of passenger cars 
in the United States—452,641—de- 
clined as against a total output of 
516,055 in the previous month and 
the high mark thus far this year, 
which was established in April, with 
537,225 units.

IN A RECENT campaign against overloaded trucks conducted in Los 
Angeles county, the Los Angeles County Motor Patrol adopted a novel 
device for weighing the truck loads.

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An Air Super-Liner 
TORIES from Switzerland tell us of the successful trial 
flight of the huge new Dornier airplane, a triple-decker 
driven by twelve 500-horse power engines. This giant air 
liner is designed to accommodate 100 passengers and a crew 
of twelve men. The weight of the plane in the air is ap- 
proximately thirty-seven tons. 

In spite of the great weight of the ship, she rose from 
the surface of Lake Constanee in twenty-eight seconds and 
then flew majestically over the water and surrounding hills, 
to the delight of many thousands of summer visitors, not 
to mention the permanent residents. The ship did not carry 
her full complement of passengers. In fact, only seventeen 
argonauts were on board; but, on the other hand, only eight 
of the twelve engines were operated during the flight. 

This is probably the forerunner of the giant passenger 
carrying airships that will some day become commonplace. 
It is such an event as the sailing of the Great Eastern was 
in maritime annals. 

Coincidentally, it is interesting to note that today the 
new giant liner Bremen, of the Hamburg-American Line, 
sails for New York. The Bremen will attempt to hurl her 
46,000 tons of bulk across the Atlantic for a new record of 
five days. Her owners are confident that she will beat the 
present record of five days, three hours and seventeen min- 
utes, made by the Mauretania last year. 

When bigger and more powerful descendants of this 
giant Dornier have made their appearance, embodying the 
results of longer experiment and even greater skill, what 
will be the transatlantic record from shore to shore? 
Shall we have one-day service between New York and 
London or Paris or Berlin? Probably, and perhaps the 
coming of that day may not be as long delayed as we are 
tempted to think now. 


The Flood at Exports 


T begins to look as if the total value of our exports for 

the year 1929 would pass the $10,000,000,000 mark. This 

is the statement of Dr. Julius Klein, assistant secretary of 

commerce. This increase in products sent overseas should 

give the United States another $1,000,000,000 of credit bal- 
ance at the end of the year. 

This increase has been achieved in the face of a rising 
flood of imports, occasioned by the anxiety of foreign nations 
to get their products into this country before any upward 
revision is made in the present tariff schedule. 

It is the automotive industry which has been responsible 
for most of the export increase this year, according to Dr. 
Klein, who estimates that pretty nearly 1,000,000 vehicle 
units will be sent overseas before the end of the year. 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Hoover’s desire for sane tariff 
revision will prevail. If it does there will not occur any 
condition that will tend to upset the present satisfactory 
export situation. In this the automotive industry is peculiar- 
ly interested.

Waukesha Motors Will 
Have Testing Field for 
Diesel Powered Planes 


Waukesha, Wis., July 19.—An- 
other step in the direction of an 
aviation production program was 
taken by the Waukesha Motors 
Corporation here with the pur- 
chase of an option on a tract near 
Waukesha with a view to develop- 
ing it as a testing field for air- 
planes. 

The company is now working on 
a Diesel type motor for airplane) 
use, and while the plans of this de-| 
sign have been carefully guarded it 
is known that the engine will be of 
about 350 horse power and suitable 
for use in either single or multi- 
motored planes for mail and pas- 
senger service. 

Another development project upon 
which the Waukesha Motors Cor- 
poration is at work is the designing 
of a new type of Diesel motor that 
will burn any type of liquid fuel. 
After four years of research and 
experimentation, the company is 
now ready to test this new Diesel 
in actual use. It will be placed in 
a three-quarter yard shovel made 
by the Harnischfeger Corporation 
of Milwaukee and put to work level- 
ing a large tract of land southwest 
of the plant, which is intended for 
future expansion. 

This motor develops 120 horse 
power, 20 per cent. more than a 
regular gasoline engine of the same 
size. It operates on the Diesel cycle 
and will run on gasoline or kero- 
sene or oil. 

The company is now reporting its 
most prosperous business. June 
bookings were $1,228,000, the highest 
June figures in the company’s his- 
tory. Bookings so far in July are 
said to be much better than a year 
ago. New manufacturing efficiency 
attained through the expenditure of 
between $1,300,000 and $1,500,000 in 
the last year is expected to result 
in considerably higher earnings in 
the last half of 1929 and the first 
half of 1930. Volume of business 
for the year to date has run about 
50 per cent above that of a year ago. 
Actual sales of motors will total ap- 
proximately 70,000, as against 38,000 
in the 1927-1928 fiscal year. It is 
estimated that the company’s net 
this year may run as high as $2,000,- 
000, or $20 a share.

The A. D.N. Analyst 
Looks Them Over 


CAMPBELL, WYANT & CANNON FOUNDRY CO. 
MONG the customers of the Campbell, Wyant & Cannon 
Foundry Company are General Motors, Chrysler Cor- 
poration, Hudson Motor Car Company and the Reo Motor 
Car Company. With such customers as these and with the 
industry at record production levels, it is easy to see why 
the company’s earnings in the first half of this year have 


shown a big gain over last year. 

Despite expenditures of about $1,100,000 in the past six months for 
plant expansions made necessary by increased business from old custom- 
ers, the company will report earnings for the six months of the year of 
around $950,000, as against $900,000 in the corresponding period of 1928. 
This will be equal to $3 a share on the present 315,000 shares outstanding 
and indicates the earnings for the full year should approach $6 a share. 

Another feature of the recent expansion Por of the company 
was the acquisition of the entire capital stock of the National Motor 
Castings Company. 

Plants of Cambell, Wyant & Cannon recently have been working 
at capacity, with night shifts operating in certain departments. For 
the company to show substantial gains in earnings this year over last 
means much when it is considered that operations and profits of the 
company during last year were at record levels. 

Products of this company ixsclude motor blocks for passenger Cars, 
trucks and tractors and its plants are located at Muskegon, Mich. It was 
incorporated in November, 1927, to succeed a company of the same name 
which had been in business since 1907, having been incorporated in 1910. 
It was first started as a partnership. 

Capital stock of the company consists of 500,000 shares of no par 
common stock, of which 315,000 shares are outstanding. The capital stock 
was increased from 210,000 shares to 315,000 in December, 1928, when a 
stock dividend of 50 per cent. was paid to the holders. In November, 1927, 
70,000 shares of the company's stock were offered at $28 per share, but 
this offering did not represent new financing. 

The present stock is on a $2 annual dividend basis and is listed on 
the Chicago Stock Exchange and the New York Curb Market, where it 
now is selling at around $50 a share. 

The present and predecessor company has an earnings record 
over the past five years that has shown satisfactory expansion, the 
most notable forward steps having been made in 1927 and 1928, when 
the net income passed the million dollar mark. The net income in 1923 
amounted to $319,058 and in 1924 a big imcrease was registered, with 
the net advancing to $475,179. This figure remained as the peak until 
1927, with 1925 returning a net income of $407,508 and 1926, $414,991. 
The net in 1927 was $1,037,310 and last year it jumped to $1,574,309. 

The balance sheet of the company as of December 31, 1928, showed a 
strong financial conditions. Total current assets amounted to $2,416,556. 
as compared with total current liabilities of $698,876, leaving an indicated 





net working capital of $1,717,680, compared with a net working capital ol 


only $871,912 at the close of the previous year.

This company is a member of the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce and each year has an exhibit of passenger cars at the N. A. 
C. C. national automobile shows at New York and Chicago. 

Du Pont Motors, Inc., has a plant at Wilmington, Del., where it 
makes four, six and eight-cylinder cars. Its production is very small, 
however, and information as to earnings of the company is impossible | 
to get, as it is not given out to the public. 

This company is not connected with the big Du Pont corporation, 
although members of the famous Du Pont family control it. The com- 
pany was incorporated.on June 2 ,1919, under the laws of Delaware 
as the Du Pont Motor Manufacturing Corporation and a year later the 
name was changed to the present title. In addition to its plant in 
Wilmington, it formerly had a factory at Moore, Pa., which it sold 
in 1924 to the Alloy Metal and Wire Company of New York. 

The capitalization of the company was boosted from 30,000 shares 
of no par common stock in 1920 to 250,000 shares, of which 239,565 shares 
are now outstanding. Stockholders last November were given rights to 
subscribe to additional shares at $4 a share for each five shares held. 
No dividends are paid on the stock. The stock is traded in on the New 
York Curb, but is very inactive. 

Officers of the company are E. P. du Pont, president; J. C. Packard, 
vice-president; F. L. du Pont, treasurer, and C. B. Bishop, secretary. 
Directors incluce these officers and Ernest du Pont. The fiscal year con- 
forms to the calendar and the annual meeting is held the first Wednes- 
day in March.
